O Conference Board of Canada predicts annual real GDP growth of 
$661 million thanks to shipbuilding contract for Halifax Shipyards

Now that news of Irving’s success¬ 
ful shipbuilding bid has sunk in, 
municipal decision makers are turn¬ 
ing their attention to how Halifax 
will accommodate the coming 
influx of workers. 

Mayor Peter Kelly said Thursday 
issues like transportation and hous¬ 
ing were already on the baclcbum- 
er before Irving secured the $2 5-bil¬ 
lion contract, which is projected to 
bring 11,500 jobs to the province 
during peak production in 2020. 

“We know the issue of trans¬ 
portation, getting people on and off 
the peninsula and in and out of the 
shipyard, is an area for discussion,” 
Kelly said. 

The mayor said the north end in 
Halifax and Dartmouth should see 
special attention from developers, 
with employees wanting to live 
close to the yard on Barrington 
Street.

“It’s about a two-year buildup 
until they start cutting steel, so as 
they start to ramp up I think you’ll 
see others in the development com¬ 
munity ramping up as well,” Kelly 
said. “It also gives us time to look at 
what other realignments we may 
have to take into account.” 

Downtown Business Commis¬ 


sion executive director Paul MacK¬ 
innon said the municipality will 
face the same type of problems it 
currently has — just on a larger 
scale. 

“Long commuting times, a short¬ 
age of affordable housing on the 
peninsula.... There actually is a lot 
of under-utilized or poorly utilized 
land on the peninsula,” he said. 

“You take the Cogswell Inter¬ 
change alone, (and) it’s about 16 
acres of land.” 

MacKinnon said he’d like to see 
some of the tax revenue generated 
from the massive project reinvest¬ 
ed in aging infrastructure in both 
the downtown and across HRM. 

And governments should have 
the means to do that, according to 
Saint Maiy’s University economist 
Dr. Ellen Farrell. 

“These high-end manufacturing 
jobs have some of the largest mul¬ 
tiplier effects of anything,” Farrell 
said. “The dollars keep repeating.”

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New Democrats mum on 
ad-campaign criticism

The provincial NDP is re¬ 
fusing to give further com¬ 
ment on the decision to 
commit $620,000 in public 
money on a joint advertis¬ 
ing campaign with Irving 
Shipbuilding. 

It was revealed on 
Wednesday that the cost of 
the ubiquitous Ships Start 
Here advertising campaign 
had grown to $1.4 million. 
That’s $1.3 million more 
than the original cost esti¬ 
mate provided by the NDP 
in August. 

Irving Shipbuilding con¬ 
tributed $552,000 to the 
campaign, while “Ships 
Start Here Partners,” in¬ 
cluding the Halifax Re¬ 
gional Municipality and 
the Greater Halifax Part¬ 
nership, contributed 
$86,000. Media partners 
contributed $175,000 in 
free advertising space. 

But it’s not clear whom 
the advertisements were 
directed to. The federal 
government put the Na¬ 
tional Shipbuilding Pro¬ 
curement Strategy 

Secretariat in place to keep 
politics and lobbying out 
of the awarding of $35 bil¬ 
lion in shipbuilding con¬ 
tracts. 

“This was intended for 
the government to show it 
was doing something to 
try and win the bid,” said 
Kevin Lacey, Atlantic Di¬ 
rector of the Canadian Tax¬

payers’ Federation. “Hali¬ 
fax won that (contract) be¬ 
cause Irving had the best 
bid, and it had nothing to 
do with this money.” 

The Halifax Chamber of 
Commerce, which con¬ 
tributed about $5,000 to 
the campaign, defended 
the spending. 

Chamber president Va¬ 
lerie Payn said the cam¬ 
paign was “worth every 
cent.” 

“Whether it had any im¬ 
pact on the decision is al¬ 
most immaterial,” Payn 
said in a statement. “Ships 


Start Here and its partners 
had a huge impact on the 
people of Halifax and of 
(Nova Scotia).” 

Neither Premier Darrell 
Dexter nor deputy premier 
Frank Corbett were avail¬ 
able for comment on 
Thursday. A spokeswoman 
for Dexter said reporters 
had ample time to ask 
questions about the cost 
on Wednesday.

Winning 
contract 
good news 
for NDP 

The provincial NDP should 
reap some benefits from 
mariying their name to 
the Irvings’ successful bid 
on a $25-billion shipbuild¬ 
ing contract, according to 
political scientist Dr. Jeff 
MacLeod. 

MacLeod said the 
province’s combined PR 
blitz with Irving 
Shipbuilding should trans¬ 
late into a bump in 
electoral support. 

“The Ships Start Here 
campaign was really 
aimed at convincing peo¬ 
ple in Nova Scotia that 
something was being done 
about this,” said MacLeod, 
who teaches at Mount 
Saint Vincent University. 

“It certainly appears ... 
the premier and his 
government have been 
able to link themselves to 
this project and this 
success. And if that’s the 
case, I can’t imagine how 
that’s anything but 
positive, politically.” 

Still, MacLeod said it’s 
interesting that the New 
Democrats could translate 
the biggest military 
contract in Canadian his¬ 
tory to increased support. 

“When you consider the 
historical antecedent of 
the NDP itself, and its posi¬ 
tion on defence spending 
and world peace, and what 
the party writ large has 
done has really 
downplayed these issues,” 
said MacLeod. “But that’s 
all been abandoned by this 
provincial government, in 
the quest for an economic 
boon.”

If you’re emotionally at¬ 
tached to your Tim Hor¬ 
tons cup, don’t worry. 
You’ll see it again — as a 
take-out tray. 

On Thursday the Cana¬ 
dian coffee institution an¬ 
nounced its plan for 
dealing with the mounds 
of paper cups and divert¬ 
ing them from the landfill. 

Some municipalities 
can recycle or compost the 
cups, but in many areas — 
like HRM — they go in the 
garbage. 

Tim Hortons and Scotia 
Recycling worked out a 
program two years ago to 
collect the cups and ship 
them to Hantsport-based 
paper manufacturer CKF 
Inc. to make them into 
trays. The program is now 
phased in all of the 


province’s 156 restau¬ 
rants. 

Four-stream recycling 
units in the restaurants 
collect the cups, but it’s up 
to the customers to put 
the cups in the right spot. 

“For our cups to be di¬ 
verted from landfills for 
recycling, the paper-waste 
products ... must be free 
from plastics and organics. 
That means the program 
depends on the waste be¬ 
ing properly separated,” 
said Greg Smith, Tim Hor¬ 
tons’ senior manager for 
regional marketing. 

Customers for the most 
part are sorting the cups 
and other paper products 
properly and the amount 
of cups rolling in is in¬ 
creasing, Smith said. 

When asked by re¬ 
porters, Smith wouldn’t 
say how much the compa¬ 
ny has invested in this re¬ 
cycling program. 


WOMEN ARE WATCHING 

Calling card 
to action 

Nearly 1,000 yellow post¬ 
cards and a list of de¬ 
mands were sent to MLAs 
this week.

Supreme Court to 
consider contract 
killing case 


A Crown appeal against a 
Nova Scotia woman who 
was acquitted of trying to 
have her husband killed 
will go before the Supreme 
Court of Canada. 

Nicole Ryan said she 
tried to hire a hit man to 
kill her husband in 2008 
because she was desperate 
after years of his abuse and 
death threats against her 
and her daughter. The hit 
man turned out to be an 
undercover Mountie. 

Ryan’s lawyer success¬ 
fully argued she was acting 
under duress because she 
was the victim of pro¬ 
longed abuse and death 
threats. She said she be¬ 
lieved he would carry 
though on those threats 
and that police would not 
be able to stop him. 

The trial judge accepted 
her defence and acquitted 
her. The Nova Scotia Court 
of Appeal also dismissed 
the Crown’s appeal of the 
case. 

Crown attorney William 
Delaney argued at the ap¬ 
peal that the duress de-

fence applies only when 
someone is forced by 
threats to commit a crime 
against a third person. 

He said he was pleased 
the Supreme Court will 
hear the case. 

“Our main point is sim¬ 
ply that duress didn’t ap¬ 
ply,” he said in Halifax. 
“This case for the first time 
applied duress where 
there are only two people 
involved.” 

The Crown also argued 
that even if the argument 
did apply, Ryan’s claim she 
was under duress lacked 
an air of reality. 

Ryan’s lawyer could not 
be reached for comment.

The CEO of Emera says the 
proposed $6.2-billion 
Muskrat Falls hydroelec¬ 
tric deal with Newfound¬ 
land and Labrador doesn’t 
mean the Nova Scotia- 
based energy company is¬ 
n’t interested in power 
from Quebec. 

Chris Huslcilson told a 
Nova Scotia legislature 
committee Thursday that 
Quebec’s wealth of hydro¬ 
electricity will provide a 
source of the province’s fu¬ 
ture energy supply. 

“Quebec will be part of 
the solution ... I think in 
the long-term,” Huslcilson 
said. “But we have to do all 
the things necessary to 
make that possible.” 

Huslcilson said there 
would need to be a deal 
with New Brunswick to 
strengthen its transmis¬ 
sion capacity and the links 
between Quebec and the 


Maritimes before any 
large-scale deal with Hy¬ 
dro-Quebec. 

He also told the com¬ 
mittee that proceeding 
with the Muskrat Falls 
project in Labrador wasn’t 
a matter of rejecting Que¬ 
bec, saying the deal “was 
the simplest arrangement 
we could do that could get 
done and could make a 
huge difference to the No¬ 
va Scotia circumstance.” 

Some critics of Muskrat 
Falls say Nova Scotia could 
buy power from Quebec 
that’s cheaper than the 
cost of moving ahead with 
the massive project. 

But Huslcilson said the 
costs would be similar be¬ 
cause of the amount of 
work required to upgrade 
transmission capacity, 
though he didn’t provide 
specific cost estimates.

One of the 
major phe¬ 
nomena 
since the 
1970s is 
the appar¬ 
ent mobili¬ 
ty of our 
workforce. 
Haligo¬ 
nians were inclined to 
move across the country or 
around the world. And, 
maybe more importantly, 
we were switching jobs on 
a regular basis. 

Has the recent economic 
turmoil impacted our ca¬ 
reer choices in HRM? Our 
research seems to suggest it 
has. 

When asked in 2008, 
“Do you expect to be with 
your same employer in two 
years?” almost 70 per cent 
of HRM residents said no. 
Three years later that num¬ 
ber has dropped to 55 per 
cent. 

Some of our other work¬ 
place habits and attitudes 
are also shifting. 

In the same three-year 
period the percentage of us 
working a 40-plus-hour 
week has risen from 54 to 
61 per cent. 

There may be also some 
sense of reality setting in 
during the current econom-

said we regularly accept 
business calls on 
cellphones after normal 
work hours. And 53 per 
cent check their email af¬ 
ter work hours.

ic circumstance, with 47 
per cent of HRM residents 
satisfied with their income, 
a jump of five points. The 
satisfaction with things 
such as benefits, vacation 
and sick time have shown a 
similar improvement. 

Only contentment with 
pension plans has eroded 
over the period, but it’s a 
slight drop. 

The questions remain 
whether some of these ap¬ 
parent shifts in the work¬ 
place are simply a result of 
the recent recession and 
the slow — and, for some, 
painful — recoveiy or 
whether it’s an early indica¬ 
tor of a real change in peo¬ 
ple’s workplace habits, 
attitudes and behaviours.

PM slams NDP over shipbuilding division 


New Democrats opened fire 
on the Harper govern¬ 
ment's multibillion-dollar 
shipbuilding plan Thursday, 
but the attack exposed divi¬ 
sions within the party that 
the Conservatives were 
happy to exploit. 

The fallout from the deci¬ 


sion also spread from Ot¬ 
tawa to Quebec City, where 
the Charest government 
faced accusations of being 
ineffective. 

Interim Opposition 
leader Nycole Turmel ac¬ 
cused the government of 
“picking winners and los¬ 


ers” by awarding $33 billion 
in contracts to shipyards on 
the East and West coasts, 
leaving Quebec's financial¬ 
ly-troubled Davie Shipyard 
out in the cold. 

“It is the duty of the gov¬ 
ernment to implement a 
Pan-Canadian strategy to 


develop the shipbuilding in¬ 
dustry,” said Turmel, who 
favoured the work being di¬ 
vided among the three 
yards. 

Under the multi-decade 
plan, announced Wednes¬ 
day after months of consul¬ 
tation, Irving Shipbuilding 


of Halifax was awarded the 
right to exclusively bid on 
$25 billion in naval warship 
contracts. 

Seaspan Marine of North 
Vancouver was similarly 
given the strategic partner¬ 
ship for about $8 billion in 
federal civilian ship con¬ 


tracts. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper pointed out New De¬ 
mocrat MPs, such as Nova 
Scotia's Peter Stoffer, are in 
favour of the plan and he 
urged the Opposition to be 
more coherent.

Greek lawmakers passed a 
deeply resented new aus¬ 
terity bill Thursday, caving 
in to the demands of inter¬ 
national creditors in order 
to avoid a national bank¬ 
ruptcy, as a second day of 
riots left one protester 
dead and more than 100 
people wounded. 

The austerity measures 
won 154-144 in the 300- 
member parliament de¬ 
spite dissent from a 
prominent Socialist law¬ 
maker who voted against a 
key article of the bill. The 
vote was expected to pave 
the way for a vital $11-bil¬ 
lion US payout from credi¬ 
tors within weeks so 
Greece can stay solvent. 

Clouds of tear gas 
choked central Athens 
ahead of the vote as riot 
police intervened to sepa¬ 
rate rival demonstrators 
who fought for several 
hours with firebombs and 
stones outside parliament. 

A 53-year-old construc¬ 
tion worker died of heart 
failure after attending a 
mass rally, while 74 pro¬ 
testers and 32 police offi¬ 
cers were hospitalized 
with injuries, police and 
state hospital officials said. 

Police said they de¬ 
tained 79 people suspected 
of violent conduct. 

After initial hours of 
calm, the rioting erupted 
when hundreds of masked

anarchist youths attacked 
a peaceful rally of about 
50,000 people outside par¬ 
liament, pelting them with 
firebombs and jagged 
chunks of marble. The 
Communist-backed union 
members counterattacked, 
and chaos ensued as the 
two sides fought with 
sticks and rocks before riot 
police fired volleys of tear 
gas to separate them. 

Former labour minister 
Loulca Katseli voted against 
one article that scales back 
collective bargaining 
rights for workers. Al¬ 
though she voted in favour 
of the overall bill, Prime 
Minister George Papan- 
dreou expelled her from 
the party’s parliamentary 
group.

Within an 
hour, he was dead, 
but not before jubilant 
Libyans had vented decades 
of hatred by pulling the ec¬ 
centric dictator’s hair and 
parading his bloodied body 
on the hood of a truck. 

The death Thursday of 
Gadhafi, two months after 
he was driven from power 
and into hiding, decisively 
buries the nearly 42-year 
regime that had turned the 
oil-rich country into an in¬ 
ternational pariah and his 
own personal fiefdom. 

It also thrusts Libya into 
a new age in which its tran¬ 
sitional leaders must over¬ 
come deep divisions and 


rebuild nearly all 
its institutions 
from scratch to 
achieve dreams of 
democracy. 

“We have been 
waiting for this 
historic moment 
for a long time. 
Moammar Gadhafi 
has been killed,” Prime 
Minister Mahmoud Jibril 
said in the capital of Tripoli. 
“I would like to call on 
Libyans to put aside the 
grudges and only say one 
word, which is Libya, Libya, 
Libya.” 

Other leaders have fallen 
in the Arab Spring upris¬ 
ings, but Gadhafi, 69, is the 
first to be killed. He was 
killed in his hometown of 
Sirte, where revolutionary 
fighters over-whelmed the 
last of his loyalist support¬ 
ers Thursday after weeks of 
heavy battles.

1. NTC fighters’ 
attack on Sirte 

Following a 90-minute bat¬

4. NTC confirm

Doctors sometimes call 
the anesthesia drug by its 
nickname — milk of am¬ 
nesia. Patients are calling 
it the “Michael Jackson 
drug.” 

Ever since propofol 
was blamed in the 
singer’s death, patients 
who seldom asked or 
cared about what kind of 
sedation they were 
getting are suddenly pep¬ 
pering their doctors with 
questions about the 
potent drug. 

“You won’t believe 
how many people ... ask 
me: ‘Are you going to 
give me the Michael Jack- 
son drug?”’ said Dr. H.A. 
Tillmann Hein, president 
of the Texas Society of 
Anesthesiologists. 

While some initially 
balk at going under, fear¬ 
ing they will end up like 
Jackson, they come 
around after Hein 
explains that propofol, 
widely used for surgeries 
and other procedures for 
more than 20 years, is 
safe when used by a 
trained professional. 

Propofol gained noto¬ 
riety in 2009 after an au¬ 
topsy found Jackson died 
of an overdose. Prosecu¬ 
tors have accused his per¬ 
sonal physician, Dr. 
Conrad Murray, of giving 
the 50-year-old pop icon a 
lethal dose at the singer’s 
rented Los Angeles man¬ 
sion.

Just like that, a 
planet is born 

Astronomers have captured the first 
direct image of a planet being born. 

Adam Kraus, of the University of 
Hawaii’s Institute for Astronomy, 
said the planet is being formed out of 
dust and gas circling a two-million- 
year-old star about 450 light years 
from Earth. 

The planet itself, based on scientif¬ 
ic models of how planets form, is es¬ 
timated to have started taking shape 
about 50,000 to 100,000 years ago. 
Called LlcCa 15 b, it’s the youngest

planet ever observed. The previous 
record holder was about five times 
older.

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Wall Street protesters 
look beyond traditional 
media to spread message 


What good is growth? 

O Despite GDP gains, Canadians are 
working harder than ever to stay afloat 


The Wall Street protest 
against economic inequali¬ 
ty has a chaotic and com¬ 
plicated relationship with 
media that has helped 
spread its message across 
the world from a small 
Manhattan park. 

Like the demonstrations 
themselves, Occupy Wall 
Street’s media operation 
has no clear leader or sim¬ 
ple message. 

Some of its volunteers 
work to help reporters 
whose cameras and micro¬ 
phones dot Zuccotti Park, 
even as many protesters 
express an aversion toward 
the press. 

A red-flowered umbrella 
and flimsy blue tarp hang¬ 
ing over two tables marked 
the centerpiece for the me¬ 
dia operation, amid sleep¬ 


ing bags and circulating 
crowds. 

“It’s triage,” said Bill 
Dobbs, a veteran liberal ac¬ 
tivist who is one of about 
two dozen volunteers who 
take shifts at the press 
area. 

The media volunteers 
have counted at least 500 
outlets that have sent re¬ 
porters to the park, includ¬ 
ing a New Zealand 
newspaper, a college news¬ 


paper from Texas and a 
documentary filmmaker 
from Australia. 

If asked, the volunteers 
work as “fixers” for re¬ 
porters who want to inter¬ 
view specific types of 
people — for example, a 
student overloaded with 
college loan debts or a job¬ 
less middle-aged person, 
said Jeff Smith, a volunteer 
who works in advertising.

A generation of solid eco¬ 
nomic growth has meant 
little in the everyday lives 
of most Canadians, accord¬ 
ing to a new index of well¬ 
being.

Richard: Mark, I have to 
say, I’m a bit of a sucker 
for things that go bump in 
the night and even though 
the Paranormal Activity se¬ 
ries should be a little long 
in the tooth by now, it still 
made me jump. Are you as 
big a fraidy cat as I am? 


Mark: I usually pop a 
Xanax before I see a horror 
film so I can better appre¬ 
ciate the movie for its 
technical merits. But I did¬ 
n’t for this one. And yes, 
the movie did frighten me, 
but only in the last 15 min¬ 
utes, which were terrific. I 
found it a bit too long get¬ 
ting going and had a bit 
too much dark humour to 
create that air of dread 


right off the top. The first 
two installments of the 
franchise really creeped 
me out; this one is better 
made, but didn’t give me 
the punch until the end. 


RC: This one is 99 per cent 
anticipation, one per cent 
payoff, but the one per 
cent is pretty good. I think 
the low-fi feel of the 
movies — the picture real¬ 
ly does look like home 
video most of the time — 
combined with really natu¬ 
ral performances from un¬ 
known actors make the 
Paranormal Activity 
movies feel like real 
“found footage” movies. 
Most movies of the genre 
are a little too slick. These

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Clooney ponders politics 

O Actor brings Hollywood glamour and Ides of March, which he directed, to 
London Film Fest © Claims politics more cutthroat than Hollywood 


George Clooney says Holly¬ 
wood can be a ruthless 
place — but it’s nothing 
compared to the world of 
politics. The star, who plays 
a U.S. presidential hopefhl 
in The Ides of March, said 
yesterday that “there’s a 
certain cutthroat element 
to the business” of 
moviemaking, but added 
that actors share a spirit of 
generosity that he doesn’t 
often see in politics. Most 
performers “are pretty kind 
to one another,” Clooney 
told reporters ahead of a 
gala screening of the movie 
at the London Film Festival. 

“Because you’re so lucky 
if you get to the position 


where you get to be in a 
film,” Clooney said. “You’re 
very privileged, and you un¬ 
derstand that it’s not just 
your brilliance that got you 
there, that you’re standing 
on the shoulders of a lot of 
happy accidents along the 
way.” 

Clooney directed, co¬ 
wrote, produced and stars 
in the tale of a Democratic 
presidential contender, 
with Ryan Gosling as an 
idealistic aide swept up in a 
sex scandal in the final days 
of a closely fought primary 
campaign. The film also 
stars Philip Seymour Hoff¬ 
man and Paul Giamatti as 
rival campaign managers, 


and Evan Rachel Wood as 
an ambitious intern. 

Clooney said the movie, 
adapted from a play by 
Beau Willimon, is “a pretty 
cynical look at politics.” He 
has said he held off filming 
it amid the wave of opti¬ 
mism that accompanied 
the 2008 election of Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama. Three 
years later, amid political

While he was busy mak¬

Do you have your own opin¬ 
ion about the identity of 
Shakespeare? 

I side with the artists and 
writers. I side with Mark 
Ryland, Derek Jacobi, Walt 
Whitman, Henry James, 
Sigmund Freud, Charlie 
Chaplin, Orson Welles — 
all these people believed 
that the man from Strat¬ 
ford didn’t write it. 

The problem with this 
whole thing, anyway, is 
there’s the literary estab¬ 
lishment — the educators, 
the professors, the school 
teachers and all these peo¬ 
ple who write books about 
the man from Stratford. 

They’ve devoted their 


whole lives, and now the 
Master of Disaster comes 
along and makes this 
movie — maybe I’m the 
antichrist, we don’t know 
yet. 

They’re thinking I am. 
But whatever it is, they 
have to bedevil me, they 
have to kind of think this 
is all nonsense, but it isn’t. 
And it’s an uphill battle, I 
knew that going in. 

What made you want to 
take on this subject? 

The orthodox scholars 
have a huge problem with 
the work of Shakespeare. 

How do they want to ex¬ 
plain that? How can a 
commoner write only 
about the point of view of 
an aristocrat? Why is there 




so much poetry? 

It’s very hard to believe 
that it was written by a 
guy who was a younger 
man who was just coming 
to London as a commoner. 

The whole thing just 
doesn’t make sense. 

We wanted to just show 
another version of it, just 
an alternate history. 

The last time we spoke, you 
were casting this film. How 
is it to show the finished 
product to the world? 

It’s a little nerve-wracking, 
but it’s always nerve- 
wracking whenever you 
make a movie. 

You have to show it, 
you know? I actually do 
movies mainly because I 


want to see them, but 
films are so expensive, you 
have to show them to peo¬ 
ple. Lots of people! 

And that’s always 
nerve-wracking for me be¬ 
cause I’m just afraid that 
they’ll throw tomatoes at 
me or something. 

It’s not your usual subject 
matter. 

Yeah, it was very risky to 
make, because boy if I 
would f-~ that one up, 
then people would say, 
“Oh, my God. Do we need 
that?” 

But I think we did a 
pretty good job, so hope¬ 
fully the people will not 
say that.

On CBS’ The Mentalist, Simon Baker’s character 
has things all figured out. He’s able to read peo¬ 
ple, surroundings and situations so well that he 
can solve crimes. 

In real life, Baker, along with most people, was 
unable to anticipate or make sense of the finan¬ 
cial crisis that hit the U.S. in 2008. 

His latest film, the financial drama Margin 
Call, focuses on a 24-hour window on the eve of 
the collapse. He plays a banker fighting to keep 
control. The movie also stars Kevin Spacey, Jere¬ 
my Irons and Demi Moore. 

The Australian actor says he remembers the 
general confusion felt by the public during that 
time. 

“It was all over the news and in the papers.... 
It was so hard to see people in the position of 
making those decisions. It was such a grey area, 
certainly for me. How do they make these deci¬ 
sions? Who’s there in the room? Yesterday it was 
fine and today it’s all a mess.” 

The timing of Margin Call coincides with a 
monthlong protest called Occupy Wall Street in 
New York City against financial corruption. The 
protests have spread to cities around the world. 

“We’re learning sort of eveiy day globally the 
economy has been so rattled that we aren’t over 
it and it doesn’t look like we are going to be over 
it and I think it’s good people are taking a 
stand...” 

Margin Call opens in theatres Friday.

I'm working my way 
through Retromania 
by Simon Reynolds, a 
book that explores 
why we seem so fasci¬ 
nated with fetishizing 
music of the recent 
past. 

etro can be 
loosely defined 
as everything 
old is new 
again. 

Anything can 
be retro: fashion, art, 
advertising, movies, TV 
and, of course, music. 

Reynolds points out that 
for the first time in human 
history, we’ve never been 
this obsessed with our own 
immediate past. Retro isn’t 
some antiquarian pursuit. 
We’re nostalgic for things 
within recent living memo¬ 
ry. We still worship the mu¬ 
sic of the ’60s. Lately, it’s 
been all about celebrating 
the grunge era of the ’90s 
with reunions (Soundgar- 
den), documentaries (Pearl 
Jam) and commemorative 
CD reissues (Nirvana, U2). 


Meanwhile, current acts 
have become very success¬ 
ful by recycling the past. I 
love the White Stripes, but 
hasn’t Jack White just put a 
fresher garage-roclc spin on 
the blues? The Strokes, 
Franz Ferdinand and Inter¬ 
pol are NewWave and post- 
punlc with new coats of 
paint. And while Adele, 
Amy and Duffy have made 
brilliant records, they 
sound like something 
transported ahead from 
1966. 

And think about this: 
give me a single new 
sound/genre that will en¬ 
dure beyond the first years 
of the 21st century? A big 
part of why we keep recy¬ 
cling the music of the old 
innovators is because of 
technology. With the Inter¬ 
net, it’s never been easier 
to access the past. And be¬ 
cause so much of our im¬ 
mediate musical past has 
been preserved through 
YouTube, iTunes and mil¬ 
lions of fan websites, it’s 
easier to mine it for ideas 
and influences. But what 
happens when we run out 
of the past? Or has as this 
music been around long 
enough that it’s become an 
artifact and can now only 
feed on itself? These are all 
extremely big questions. 
Something to think about 
the next time you hear 
about the next big reunion 
tour.

If the Halifax Mooseheads 
are for real, this weekend 
will be a good time to prove 
it. 

The Mooseheads (8-4) 
have won five straight 
games — their longest 
string of success in almost 
four full years — but none 
of the teams they’ve faced 
are on par with those visit¬ 
ing the Metro Centre this 
weekend: the Saint John 
Sea Dogs and the Quebec 
Remparts. 

The Sea Dogs (9-5) are 
the defending Memorial 
Cup champions and the 
Remparts (8-2-2) are consid¬ 
ered a top contender.
